VERY REV. J. J. BOLLEKM REC- 


TOR OF ST. PATRICK'S YORK. 


Bad Served theBonneauville Charge 


this County—Tribute by Bishop 


Shanahan. 


Very REV. Sony J. HOLLEMN, rector 


of St. Patrick's Catholic church York, 
and Chancellor of the Harrisburg dio- 
cese, died Tuesday morning of last 
week in St. Joseph's Hospital, Lancas- 
ter, from cancer, with which he had 
been afflicted for several years. He 
was 45 years old. Three months ago 
he relinguished his pastoral duties 
and went to the Lancaster hospital for 
treatment, where several 
operations 


were performed in the hope of prevent- 
ing the progress of the disease. 
Father Hollern was born in Lykens, 


Dauphin county, April 15, 1886. He 
took a classical course at St. Vincent's 
college, Beatty, pa., and a course in 
philosophy and a year in theology at 
St. Bonaventura's college, Allegheny 
county, N. Y. He finished his prepar- 
ation at the diocesean seminary, Syl- 
van Heights, Harrisburg, and was or- 
dained a preist July 12, 1889, at Har- 
lisburg, by 
Bishop McGovern. 
He 


was appointed an assistant pastor of 
St. Patrick's pro-cathedral in the Cap- 
ital City, then transferred to Bonneau- 
ville, Adams county, and later return- 
ed to Harrisburg. In May, 1893, he 
was 
transferred 
to 
St. Patrick's 


church, York, as pastor. During his 
term as pastor he conceived and estab- 
lished St. Rose of Lima congregation 
for the Catholics of the West End. 
Father Hollern was one of the most 
prominent clergymen in the Harris- 
burg diocese and occupied close rela- 
tionship with Bishop Shanahan and 
other high officers of the church. He 
filled numerous offices during his life 
as a clergyman, and at the time of 
his death was Chancellor of the Har- 
risburg diocese and one of the Bishop's 
closest consultors. 
Father 
Hollern 


also was a member of many of the 
principal diocesan committees. 
He 


was beloved by all who knew him and 
held the sincere confidence of all the 
members of his congregation, as well 
as the many friends he had outside of 
the church. The body was taken to 
York and reposed in state in St Pat- 
rick's church Thursday evening be- 
tween 5 and 10 o'clock. The funeral 
was held Friday morning and was-at- 
tended by at least a half hundred fel- 
low clergymen, among others from this 
county, Rev. Fathers G. Kohl and J. J. 
Smith of Conewago; A. Reudter and 
W. Whalen of McSherrystown; T. 
Dougherty of Gettysburg; H. Loague 
of Littlestown and J. Conihan of Fair- 
field. Following the absolution of the 
body, Bishop John W. Shanahan of the 
diocese of Harrisburg, head of the 
Catholic church in this district, paid 
a loving tribute to his friend and co- 
worker when he said that before his 
death Father Hollern made an eearn- 
est request that no sermon be preach- 
ed at his funeral, but the bishop added, 
"But for this request a worthy eulogy 
would be offered, but I shall have to 
obey his wishes and consequently can 
only offer sympathy to the family, the 
parishioners, the clergy of the diocese 
and the people of York. His parish- 
ioners have lost a kind pastor; the 
clergy a devoted friend and the people 
of York a loyal and public spirited 
citizen. He loved the people of York. 
He was proud of York and its inter- 
ests. I leave it to you to keep his 
memory green. Let us pray for him." 


REV. 
FATTIER DEXXIS on Saturday, 


Feb. 17, at St. Boniface church, Wil- 
liamsport, Pa., was found dead in his 
room, after saying mass. He was 
aged 68 years. Father Dennis was 
formerly of the Harrisburg diocese, 
and in recent years was located at 
Conewago Chaiiel and at McSherrys- 
town. He came from Alabama. 


REV, D. P. SCHAEFFER, pastor of the 


Idaville Evangelical charge died at 
the parsonage in Idaville at 2 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon after an illness of 
ten days from pneumonia, aged 64 
years, 7 months and 9 days. Rev. Mr. 
Schaeffer was a widely known Evan- 
gelical clergyman, a successful minis- 
ter and a man who will be greatly 
mourned by all who knew him. 
He 


spent a large portion of his life in the 
Christian ministry and served many 
charges. His first pastorate of a year 
was at Liverpool, Perry county. For 
three years he was pastor at Hartleton 
Union county and for similar periods 
at Lewisberry and Kralltown, York 
county; two years at Blosserville, 
Cumberland county, four years at 
Craleysville, York county, two years 
each as Bryansville. York county, and 
Jdaville. this county. On Sunday. Feb. 
10. he preached a touching farewell 
sermon at the Idaville church prepara- 
tory to meeting of Quarterly Confer- 
ence. The discourse made a profound 
impression 
upon his hearers. The 


churches included in his last charge 
were Idaville, Beaver, Union and Flint 
Ridge, all of whose members were 
greatly attached to the minister. Rev. 
Mr. Sohaeffer was a member of Wash- 
ington Camp 426, P. O. S. of A, of Mill- 
mount, Union county. He leaves his 
wire, three sons and one daughter, 
Paul and David Schaeffer of Altoona; 
James Schaeffer of Clear field, and Mrs. 
Lizzie Rice of Mason and Dixon, Md. 
He also leaves one brother, living at 
Rocky Springs. The body was taken 
1o Mason and Dixon for burial. No 
services at Jdnville.

The Arendtsvllle Farmers' Institute 


opened Friday afternoon with Pres. 
A. 1. \Yeidner in the chair. Prayer 
by Rev. T. C. Hesson: address of wel- 
come by Rev. D. T. Koser welcoming 
institute workers and visitors, and 
thought that more interest ought to 
be taken in those meetings. Response 
by L. \V. Arney. thanking the speakei 
foi the welcome given and that they 
would try and make their coming hei'e 
a benefit to all and requested any one 
haMtig a question to ask to ask it at 
iui,> aiiie. fe\«n vxliile tlicj \\dc- speak 
ing 


'I'he first topic for the atternoou was 


"Planting a Young Orchard." bj D. B. 
Murray. He said in planting trees 
ve should plant with the intention of 
leoeiving a profit and whether we 
plant 50 trees or ."iOO we should be 
caietu! in selecting the place for the 
orchard. Soil and air drainage is 
necessary, buds on low ground will 
freeze sooner than on high ground. 
Then select the virieties we want, 
such as are adapted to our soil and 
climate. Peach trees should be rais- 
ed from seed from Tennessee and bud- 
ded from trees of known and bearing 
habits. Trees should be received any- 
•\vnei e from the 25th of March to 2nth 
of April and should not have more 
than ?-4 in. roots cut to 6 and 8 inches 
and planted 2 or 3 inches deeper than 
when in the nursery. He urged care- 
ful planting and where planted mulch 
and by a)l means cut back to whip, 15 
to IS inches long: trees should be cul- 
tivated 2 or C times a week until 
month of July, then put a cover crop 
jn ground, cut back second and third 
year. Apple orchard after coming into 
bearing should be in sod; :J yrs out of 
5 spraying with lime and sulphur from 
April 10 to May 25,, three times the 
trunk of trees and you will not have 
May borers in trees. 


"The 
Management 
of 
Home Or- 


chard." was the subject of talk by L. 
"W. Arney. 
The 01 chard should be 


thoroughly cultivate to take and hold 
the water given during the winter by 
rain and snow. He advocated thor- 


_ ough pruning to give air and sunshine 


eo as to give color to fruit. Plenty of 
manure and sowing crimson clover 
for good of fruit. Fruit should be 
thinned so that no two apples hang to- 
gether and should be six inches apart. 


"Methods of Raising Hay," by Prof. 


Franklin Menges was then taken up. 
Hay, he says, is the most profitable 
crop grown in Pennsylvania. The soil 
is as good for hay as fruit. The first 
thing is to get a good start. He thinks 
that clover should not be sown on 
frozen ground; he advocated the sow- 
ing of alfalfa, showing what could be 
done by sowing in August, having the 
ground well cultivated, sowing 24 Ibs. 
to the acre, getting as high as three 
tons to the acre. He said that if the 
ground is thoroughly cultivated and 
good seed sown you are sure of a crop 
even without rain.

•with, a solo by Edwin Rice. Miss 
Philips Thomas discussed the topic of 
"Domestic Economy." 
The happiness 


and health of the household depends 
a great deal on the way the cooking 
is done. Fruits and all vegetables 
should be cooked slowly and thorough- 
ly to insure digestion. She gave dif- 
ferent methods of cooking beans, cab- 
bage, eggs, etc. By the permission 
of chair she said she would give dem- 
onstrations with the fireless cooker.

the subject, "The Necessity of Educa- 
tion for the Farmer," saying that the 
United States leads the world in in- 
dustries, agriculture, 
and minerals;

education of. the farmer could feed the 
•world 
That the great mistake is that 


we educate men for other professions

The lecture was lengthy, good 
and well taken. 


Institute opened Saturday morning 


with President in the chair. The first 
topic was "Some Diseases which at- 
tack Our Fruit Trees and How to 
Control Them.." by D. E. Murray. 
First we must know the effect of the 
different diseases. Potato blight gen- 
erally occurs immediately after rain. 
In order to overcome this spray be- 
fore rain. Fire blight on trees: cut, 
gather and burn them. Color blight 
caused by banking up trees. 
For 


peach blight spraying trees when dor- 
mant. 


"Wheat Raising to Increase Yields" 


by Prof. Franklin Menges. He claims 
that there is more fertility in soil in 
September and part of October if soil 
is treated right therefore the wheat 
crop is a desirable crop. We could 
live on two pounds of wheat per day. 
No wheat should be exjwrted but flour 
only so that we could return the fer- 
tility of our soil. 


At the afternoon session "Industrial 


Alcohol in Agriculture" was discussed 
by Prof. Franklin Menges. He gave 
the different percentages of alcohol 
from potatoes, corn, etc. ' Potatoes 12 
]jer cent., corn 60 per cent. He said 
that alcoiiol is now made out of saw- 
dust and gave a great deal of infor- 
mation in regard to uses of alcohol. 


••Pruning and Spraying" by D. E. 


Murray. He said that in five States 
the loss from codling moth alone was 
$200,000;

than 4 per cent, of insects in orchard 
and garden are pests.

The opening bubject. "Should Pupils 
Ho Much A\fork on the Blackboard?" 
was discussed by Dr. Becht of Harris- 
burg. Hiram C. Lady and Miss Mary 
C. Sn.ith. "Conducting the Recitation" 
was discussed by Miss Martha W. 
•\Yitherow. and also by Dr. Becht and 
H. A. Haas of Hanover, a teacher in 
the Pfnn township schools. Miss Clara 
Yount spoke on the third subiect. 
"Name Some Excellent Seat Work 
Drills." 


The rr.ral section met on the second 


floor. At tnis session Dr. Weber was 
the chief speaker. "The School and the 
Community" was discussed by Mervin 
Wintrodt; and Miss A. Irene Kinne 
man spoke on "The Primary Object of 
the School." 


After these sessions had adjourned, 


the teachers and guests were conduct 
ed to St Mary's Hall, where a dinner

calling next to that of the clergy and 
one which involves great responsibil- 
ity, for upon the successful education 
of youth depends the future welfare 
of not only the smaller village, but 01 
the county and state and even tlie 
country at large 
The children now 


under your care will, sooner or later, 
have to do battle for existence and 
take their respective places among the 
citizens of our grand republic; sooner 
or later, they will be the men and 
women in whose hands will rest the 
weal or woe of their different spheres 
of action. 


Very much, depend1? upon you, there- 


fore, whetner we shall have good citi- 
zens or not. Allow me to remind vott 
that the imparting of the knowledge 
which the various classes under your 
care demand, is not jour only duty— 
most emphatically not 
The teacher, 


true to his or her calling, will develop 
the character of the children—bring 
out that which is commendable and 
eliminate that which is obnoxious. If 
you accomplish this then, the school- 
room will be no longer the motto for 
a humdrum task, but rather that of 
the noblest duty well performed. 


Ladies and Gentlemen, with th«se 


few words of encomium upon your 
strand profession, I shall conclude by 
again bidding you a hearty welcome.

A. Burgoon, principal of the Gettys- 
burg public schools, who, on behalf of 
the assembly, thanked Father Reudter 
for his gracious words of welcome.
